In  this  catalogue  Vvhich  we  have  put  at  your  service,  we  have  tried  to  be  conservative 
and  to  make  it  as  easy  to  order  from  as  if  you  were  here  at  the  Nursery.  We  wish  that 
all  of  our  friends  and  customers  could  visit  here  and  see  the  flowers  in  bloom  as  their 
choice  could  be  made  so  much  easier.  The  next  best  thing  is  to  vrrite  and  let  us  help 
you  if  we  con. 

CORRESPONDENCE.  We  are  very  glad  to  answer  any  inquiries  about  our  flowers. 
We  find  from  past  inquiries  that  there  ore  many  who  would  like  to  have  more  natives  in 
their  gardens,  but,  ore  not  sure  of  what  they  want  and  how  their  garden  conditions  might 
meet  the  need  of  these  plants.  In  the  first  place  we  are  located  where  there  is  considor- 
able  snow  and  cold  weather  in  the  winter  months  and  very  hot  weather  in  the  summer. 
This  condition  is  bound  to  make  hardy  plants.  There  are  certain  plants  we  can  recom¬ 
mend  to  one  wishing  to  start  a  native  garden,  not  alone  because  they  are  hardy  and  of 
easy  culture,  but,  attractive  and  representative  of  the  group  as  well.  We  will  be  very 
glad  to  give  you  any  information  we  have  acquired  from  our  own  experience  and  from 
hundreds  of  our  customers. 

Just  a  word  about  our  nursery.  We  are  not  collectors.  At  the  present  time  we  are 
growing  and  raising  over  400  different  varieties  that  are  referred  to  as  Natives.  They 
come  from  the  Rocky  Mountain  and  the  Pacific  Coast  States  and  a  few  from  the  East. 
Our  plan  is  to  get  sufficient  plants  for  seed  and  then  raise  our  own  plants.  We  have 
many  plants  which  we  do  not  advertise  as  we  may  not  have  enough  for  this  purpose  or 
we  are  not  sure  of  their  value.  Please  do  not  confuse  us  with  collectors. 

When  you  visit  our  nursery  you  will  see  every  plant  we  offer  growing  here  and 
thousands  of  small  bulbs,  plants  and  shrubs  under  cultivation.  We  are  located  just  seven 
miles  East  of  Layton ville  which  is  150  miles  north  of  San  Francisco  on  the  Redwood 
Highway.  There  are  accommodations  on  the  ranch  for  visitors  who  are  always  welcome. 
However,  we  like  to  know  ahead  of  time  when  visitors  are  to  be  expected  so  some  one 
will  be  at  the  ranch  house. 

WARRANTY.  We  exercise  the  utmost  care  in  shipping  reliable  stock  and  guarantee 
their  arrival  in  good  condition.  In  the  event  of  an  error,  we  do  not  hold  ourselves  liable 
for  any  amount  greater  than  the  original  purchase  price  and  reserve  the  right  to  replace 
any  damaged  stock.  Please  advise  us  at  once  of  any  complaint,  so  it  can  be  rectified.

The  Lilies  of  the  Pacific  Coast  are  known 
over  the  world.

SUGGESTIONS  ABOUT  LILIES 

It  is  pleasing  to  notice  the  increasing  de¬ 
mand  for  our  Native  Lilies.  For  many 
years  the  imported  varieties  were  the 
main  lilies  in  the  Nurseryman's  cata¬ 
logue  so  many  gardeners  were  not  ac¬ 
quainted  with  our  Western  varieties.  The 
Lilies  which  you  get  from  us  are  dug 
from  the  gardens  here  and  shipped  di¬ 
rect  to  you.  All  the  varieties  we  list 
hove  done  well  for  us  and  they  will  for 
you  if  you  follow  the  simple  instructions. 
In  regard  to  size  of  plants  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  difference,  from  18  inches 
to  10  feet.  Regarding  colors,  however, 
there  are  four  classes.  The  largest  class 
by  far  has  the  orange  and  red  Lilies 
which  ore  generally  referred  to  by  the 
people  where  these  Lilies  grow  as  Tiger 
Lilies.  Then  there  is  a  class  of  Lilies 
which  open  up  white,  one  Pink  Lily  and 
One  Yellow.  The  four  varieties  which 
are  the  easiest  to  grow  are  the  L.  Hum- 
boldtii  Magnificum,  L.  Rubescens,  L. 
Parryii  and  L.  Kelloggii.  These  varieties 
also  represent  the  different  colors. 

Do  not  be  afraid  to  use  good  sized  rocks 
in  the  Lily  Garden.  All  of  the  first  group 
like  to  lie  along  side  of  or  nestle  among 
rocks.  It  is  surprising  how  much  the 
moisture  in  the  stones  keep  the  bulbs 
from  drying  out  too  much.

Raising  Your  Own  Natives  From  Seed 

LILY  SEEDS.  These  should  be  planted  in  the  Fall.  Cold  weather  is  essential  for  the 
germination  of  our  Lily  Seeds.  Where  the  temperature  goes  down  to  freezing  plant 
in  boxes  out  doors  in  soil  composed  of  %  sifted  garden  loam,  I/4  sand  and  ^  leaf 
mold  or  finely  sifted  peat  moss.  Where  the  Winters  are  warm  put  seeds  in  re¬ 
frigerator  for  a  week.  While  in  the  refrigerator  put  seeds  in  some  dry  absorbent 
medium  such  as  peat  moss  in  a  closed  container. 

Never  allow  seed  boxes  to  dry  out.  Screens  of  burlap  or  lathes  should  protect  from  a 
hot  sun.  Some  seeds  do  not  show  any  growth  the  first  year  so  do  not  discard 

the  box  and  do  not  move  little  bulbs  until  the  second  year. 

PERENNIAL  SEEDS.  A  gardener  can  be  safe  if  he  gives  our  perennial  seeds  the  same 
treatment  as  for  LILY  seeds  up  to  the  time  of  setting  out  small  stock  as  seedlings 

should  be  large  enough  to  set  out  the  first  Spring  in  a  well  prepared  garden.  In 

the  East  sow  in  the  Spring  as  early  as  possible. 

Annual  Seeds.  Prepare  gardens  where  you  wish  your  flowers  as  soon  as  possible  in 
the  Spring.  Cover  seeds  very  lightly.  Many  gardeners  imagine  that  because  seeds 
ore  natives  they  need  no  special  care,  but,  they  should  hove  same  care  as  any 
other  seeds.
